Despite service of the notices as aforesaid , ro one cntered 
appearance and no written statement of vef : ice was filed 
on behalf of JKLF. Consequently , by an order dated 11th 
of June , 1992, tho enquiry was directed to proceed ex 
parte . 


What is to be adjudicated upon is whether or not thero 
15 suincient cause for declaring the association unlawful. Tho 
Tribunal shall decide this question on the basis of evidence 
on recurd , Obviously , for the admission of evidence and for 
going into it, thc Tribunal has to hold the enquiry . In hold 
ing the enquiry, Rule 3 requires that the Tribunal shall fol 
low , is far as practicablo , the rules of evidonce laid down 
In the evidence Act. What is tho nature of the enquiry and 
how the enquiry is to be held ? Section 9 postulates that the 
Tribupul shall follow , as fai as may be, the procedure laid 
down in the Code of Civil Procedure " for investigation of 
claims . There is a clear distinction between the procedure 
to be followed for hcuring of suits and that for investigation 
of clans, Far more detailed procedure is laid down for the 
trial of issues and hearing of suits under Order XXVIII 49 
against the Slunmary procedure envisaged under Order XX1 
Rule 18 ( 1 ) ( as it existed at the relevant time when the Act 
was passed prior to 1976 Amendment of the CPC ) for inves 
tigation of claims under the CPC . Thus , what is envisaged 
is an enquiry by Summary procedure, 


On expiry of the prescribed period of j0 days from the 
dato of scrvice of the show causo notices on JKLF even in 
U . K ., however, learned counsel for the Central Government 
and the State Government had contended that since JKLF 
had optcd, for reasons best known to its ofice -bearers and 
members, not to respond to the show causc notice , the 
Tribunal need not hold any enquiry ; and that tho Tribunal 
should makc , as cxpeditiously as possible , an order coll 
firming the declaration . But , brushing aside his suggestion 
to apply the short-cut, it was decided to hold the chiquiry . 
Now , it would be appropriate for me to slate the reasons 
that impelled me to procced to hold the engil iy albeit 
ex parto . 


The nature of function of the Tribunal enviaaged under 
Section 4 of the Act is somcwhat different from judicial To 
view of adıninistrative action . The scope of judicial review 
is restricted to find out whether the opinion of the adminis 
trative authority is based upon existing , relcvant and cogent 
material. Sufliciency of material is beyond the scope of judicial 
ievitw . Under Section 4 of the Act, the Tribunal is not con 
cerned with tho material that may or may not have been taken 
into consideration by the Government. The Tribunal has to 
autonomously adjudicate whether or not there is sufficient 
cause for declaring the association unlawful. 


The Constitution of India guarantees , inter alia , that all 
citizens shall have the right to form association . subject 
only to reasonable restrictions , in the interests of sovere 
ignty and integrity of India or public order or morality , im 
posed by law ; and that no person shall be deprived of 
his personal liberty except accordong to procedure establish 
od by law . Notification under Section 3 of the Act, though 
operative for limited period , iperis those fundamental rights . 
If confumed , certain acts of members of the association 
and of other persons also who may be connected with the 
activities of the association are declarod unlawful and the 
same are treated as congnizable offences punishable with 
imprisonment for terms cxtending even upto 7 years under 
Sections 10 to 14 of tho Act. 


Sufficient cause is different from sufficient material. Suff 
cient cause has undoubtedly to be tested on the basis of 
satisfer lory evidence to prove the relevant facts on record , 
But it does not mcan any cause which the Government may 
deem ufficient to justify the declaration . Here , the Tribunal 
has to test sufficient cause and that should mean existence of 
legal crusc of substantial nature directly connected with pub 
lic in crest in the achievement and fulfilment of the object 
of tho Act. 


Whether or not to declaro an associatio n urlawful is 
essentially 1 goevrnmental function . Since such a declara 
tion has far -reaching consequences affecting furdamental 
rights of citizens and other persons , the Leglelature has 
prescribed certain safeguard for controlling the exercise of 
this drastic power . 


It is pertinent to thote that the Legislaturo has provided for 
adjudication of the matter by a High Court Judge , specially 
consti , ted for this purpose as a Tribunal under sub -section 
( 1 ) of Section 5 of the Act. Sub - section ( 3 ) enjoins upon the 
Central Government to make available to the Tribunal such 
staff is may be necessary for the discharge of its functions; 
and sub - section (4 ) provides that all expenses incurred in 
connection with the Tribunal shall be defrayed out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India . The Tribunal is vested with 
absolue power under Section 4 to make such order as it 
may diem fit either confirming the declaration of concelling 
the tomc, The decision of the Tribunal, by virtue of Section 
9 . shall be final and the order of the Tribunal made under 
sub-section ( 3 ) shall be published in the Orcial Gazette . 


The Government s declaration made in the notification is 
inchohale This is clear from the provisions made in sub 
section (3 ) of Section 3 , şub- section (3 ) of Section 4 and 
sub - scction ( 1 ) of Section 6 of the Act. Ordinarily , ro noti 
fication under Section 3 shall have effect until the Tribunal 
has, hy an order made under Section 4 confitmed the de 
claration . Even where the Government is of opinion that 
circumstances exist which rendct it necessary to declart 
the association unlawful with imediate effect, and the pro 
viso to sub - section ( 1 ) of Section 3 is invoked the rolif 
cation shall have effect, subject to any oriler that may bo 
made under Section 4 of the Act, The Government s noti 
fication . - to he fully effective. ha to race the inicial test 
of Adindication whether or not there to frient mange for 
declaring the Association unlawful. The Tribunal s order 
copfirming the declaration makes it perfect. 


The e provisions show bevond doubt working 
of the legislajure to give primacy to independent judi 
cial enquiry and adjudication of sufficiency of the cause by 
the Tribunal. Provision has been made for a thorough probe 
by the Tribunal. The Tribunal has to judge the cause from 
thr point of view of nublic intcrest unlike the 114ual deter 
inluation or disputer Inter -se adversarv partics , The Tribunal 
haq to guard against unnecessary transgression of fundamental 
rights of members of the affected association ay Also of the 
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others whose personal liberty may be put in jeopardy by the 
notitication . Inis is an important legal safeguard for control 
ling the exercise of drastic powers given to the Goveniment 
under the Act. ln my view , for a fair determination of the 
matter, even where the aftected association chooses not 10 
cooperate thus salutory lugal safeguard should be enforced , 
and the cnquiry puust be held . 


Another related question is ; What should be the standard 
of proof of facts for deciding the question under relcrence . 
Consistent with the sumnjary nature of the proccedings, 
reception of evidence on affidavits is expressly envisaged 
under Scction 5 of the Act, Keeping in view the peculiar 
Dature of the activit es sought to be prevented , in respect of 
which direct evidence is dificult to get and truely unrealistic 
to expect, the strict rules of evidence have to be relaxed to 
fit into the scheme of the provisions made under the Act. 
Hence , the Tribunal may act upon relevant and cogent mute 
rial which lends logically to show whether or not there is 
sufficient calise for declaring the association unlawful rather 
than looking for conclusive proof of the grounds furnished 
in the notification . 


Now , to justify the notification , aſfidavits of V . K . 
Gupta , Addl. Secretary , A . K . Saxena , Director and 
Ashok Bhatia , Joʻnt Secretary of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs , Government of India and the affidavits of 
Rakesh Gupta , Addl. Secretary and Mehmool- u ) 
Rehman , Addl. Chief Secretary , Home Department of 
the State Government have beo i filed by way of 
evidence , 


Govencnt also produced some of its documents at 
Delhi; and , for examination of the bulk of others , re 
quested he Tribunal to hold its sittings at Patnitop , 
a pla -e beiween Jaminu ud Srinagar in the State . 
Examination of the original documents , though it look 
a lot of time, confirmed their existence and genuine 
ness, and the reliab li”y of copics thereof annexed to 
the affi .lavitz. Here, it may he noted that the Central 
Government and the State Government laid before 
the Tribunal the original jecret documents also but 
they claimed privilege from public disclosure of parti 
chilars of the persons and the sources who gave 
the sensitive informtion contained in some 
of the documents, and of persons who hail dealt with 
thosc documents from time to time. In public interest, 
this cla m was allowed . Being satisfied , at random 
check , that the cupies placed on record were so pre 
pared as to fully reveal contents of the original do 
cilments, while avoiding disclosure of only the names 
and narticulars of the concerned persons mentionod in 
the secret documents , the original documents were re 
turned and the copies whereof annexed to the affidavits 
were allowed to be read 17 sidence 

Certain documents have been produced purporting 
to be siatcrrents of different persons recorded under 
Suction 161 and 164 Cr. P . C ., and under Section 15 
of the Terrorists and Disruptiv (Prevention ) Ac", 
1957 ( TADA ) Since these staternents and confessions 
were made before officers outhorised by law to take 
sich evidence , presumption may be drawn under Sec 
tion 80 of the Evidence Act that these documents are 
penuine an to the statements and confessions were 
duly tall. The dersons who have made confessional 
statements, acknowledge their share and participation 
in comission of the offences of which they are charg 
ed in the cases pending in Courts. They have also re 
velled the facts and circumstances of other criminal 
activities in which they were involved . They have 

med raveral other members and activists of JKLF 
and de ribed the share and participation of each of 
them in the activities disclosed in their satenicnts. The 
contents and tenor of their statements, especially the 
particulars and details given therein , suggest that the 
statements were made volu itarily In response to a 
specific quory , af :er taking instructions from a senior 
officer who was briefing him in the matter, learned 
counsel for the State Gov ?ruinent affirmed that none 
of the confessional statements had been retracted . Thus 
assured of the voluntary nature of the confessional 
statements, the certified copies " her of were permitted 
to he rrad in evidènce . 


From these affidivi s, it appears that the Centrai 
Government has issued the potification on the basis 
of information and material received by it , from time 
co time, from its own intelligence agencies and other 
sourc ; from Preis Reports compiled by it and from 
the State Government, who had , in turn , collerted il 
formation and material from it s intelligere gencies , 
and from its Police Department on investigation of 
reported cases some of which ar : peiding tral in 
Courts.

Rakesh Gunta , Addi Seretary (Home) har als ) 
filed on behalf of the State Government nhotn copy 
of a memorandum dated tho: June 1991 filed by 
Yasin Malik on behalf of JKLF before th• Stat Tri 
bunal in the proceedings which were initiated against 
the associat i under the State laws The original ic 
cords were denoted by the Sate Tribunal with the 
State Governant after abatement of these proceed 
ings. Copy of the said memorindum is stated to have 
been taken from that record . 

On intial scrutiny of the documents filed on hehalf 
of the Catral Government and thn Stilte Governmert. 
certain donuments that relate subverzive and prrorist 
activites in the State but do 90 chowi direct involve 
ment of JKLF , were identified . These irrelevant docu 
mer s, mentioned in the list Annendix I, were raight 
way excluded from consideration 

Thereunoi the original records in possession and 
custody of the Central Government and the State 
Government were direded to be produced for testing 
the epistance and cenuineness of the remaining docu 
ments. Th . Central Government produced the records 
in its possessio for examination at Delhi. The Sate 


Newspaper reports, by themselves, on strict appli 
cation of the rules of evidence, may not be 
talen proof of their co itents. Yet, it cannot be 
renied that newspapers do carry contemporaneous 
mrer , of day- to -day activities of general public 
inti vist, and that importers and editors L - ually verify 
corrct less of facts before publishing them . Such 
10 10 : t> " ecially where more than one newspapers 
pot he saing thing, or where the occurrence of an 
event is established by other evidence like FIR and 
other official investigation records of the Police 
Department , may well be taken into consideration . 

Historically , the t rritory of the State of Jammu 
And Kashmir is an integral part of India . On the 
lapse of British paramountcy , as from 13th of 
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August 1947, the territory of the Indian State of 
Jammu & Kashmir , ruled by the then Maharaja, 
became a sovereign State by virtue of the Indian 
Independence Act, 1947 . In October, 1947 Pakis 
tani soldiers in plain clothes , accompanied by des 
perados and tribals drawn from areas of the North 
West Frontier, armed with up - to -date weapons, in 
filterated into the State , first at Poonch and finally in 
mass arca adjoining Hazara District on the Ramkot 
side of tlie State . The troops at the disposal of the 
State found it difficult for them to stop the 
blatant destruction of life and property and looting 
by the raiders, who were marching on with the aim 
of capturing Srinagar , the summer capital of the 
State, as first step to over - running the whole State , 
Eventually , the Ruler of the State, in the exercise 
of his sovereignty in and over his State , acceded to 
tho dominion of India by an Instrument of Accession 
dated 26th of October 1947 . 


Then , on 16t of May 1951, the Head of Jammu 
and Kashmir State issued a proclamation for the 
purpose of electing, on the basis of adult franchise, 
al Constituent Assembly for framing a Constitution 
for the State of Jammu and Kashmir. Following 
election , tho Constituent Assembly was convened on 
5th of Novenber 1951. The people of the State 
of Jammu and Kashmir , after detailed discussion , 
adopted and enacted the Constitution of Jammu and 
Kashmir in the Constituent Assembly on 17th of 
November 1956 . The Prcamble states that tho 
people of the State of Jammu and Kashmir had 
resolved , in pursuance of the accession of the State 
to India , to further define the existing relationship of 
the State with the Union of India as an integral 
part thereof. Articles 3 and 4 of the Constitution 
which came into force at once , declare : " The 
State of Jammu and Kashmir is and shall be an 
integral part of the Union of India " and " The terri 
tory of the State shall comprise all the territories 
which on the fifteenth day of August 1947, were 
under the sovereignty or suzerainty of the Ruler of 
the State " .

After the accession , Indian troops swung into 
action and beat off the Pakistani raiders from a part 
of the occupied territory . While fighting was on , 
India raised the Kashmir issue in the United Nations 
Organisation . On 13th of August 1948 , the U .N . 
Commission for India and Pakistan passed a resolu 
tion for the prompt cessation of hostilitics . Accord 
ingly , the Governments of India an l Pakistan 
simultaneously issued separate cease - fire orders . 
Both the Governinents accepted certain principles as 
a basis for the formulation of a Truce Agreement. 
The agreciment envisaged , inter alia , that Pakis 
tan will withdraw its troops from the territory of 
tho State of Jammu & Kashmir and will use its best 
endeavour to secure thc withdrawal from tho Stato 
of tribesmen and Pakistan nationals not normally 
residing therein who had entered the State for the 
purpose of fighting; and that when the Pakistan 
troops , the tribesmen and Pakistani national , aro 
withdrawn , the Government of India agreed to 
hegin to withdraw the bulk of its forces from tho 
State in stages. Another resolution pagsed on 5th of 
January 1949 noted acceptance of the Governmonts 
of India and Pakistan , inter alia , that the auction 
of the accession of the State of J & K to India and 
Pakistan will be decided through plebiscite , and that 
the pleb scite will be held after the ccasefire and 
truce arrangernent set forth in the Commission s 
rarlier resolution have been carried out. But, 
Pakistan did not withdraw her forces from the occu 
pied territory . Thus , the U . N . resolutions were 
foiled ,

Pakistan , however , not being satisfied with its mis 
adventure of 1947 and in flagrant violation of the 
UN resolutions, twice tried to annex by force more 
territory of the State off Jammu & Kashmir that resulted 
in wars in 1965 and in 1971. Each time, the Pakistani 
attack was repulsed and the Indian troops captured 
parts of Pakistan s territory . The war in 1985 ended 
with the mutual declaration dated 10th of January 
1966 signed on behalf of the two parties at Tashkent . 
At the end of the conflict in 1971, both sides met again 
outside the UNO auspices and entered into the Simla 
Agrcement dated 2nd of July 1972 . Both times, the 
captured part of Pakistani territory was returned . 
Finally , under the Simla Agreement, the parties resol 
ved to settle their differences ( none other than the 
Kashmir problem ) bv peaceful means through bilate 
ral negotiations or by any other peaceful means 
mutially agreed upon between them . In the mean 
while . both the Governments agreed that in Jammu 
& Kashmir, the Line of Control resulting from the 
cease - fire of 15th of ricember 1971 shall be res 
pected . This is the historical background on which 
the relationship betwcen Indian and Pakistan in res 
pect of the State of Jammu and Kashmir stands . These 
events find mention in the documents placed in Sec 
tion A of Appendix II.

The Instrument of Accession , by which the 
whole territory of the State of Tammu & Kashmir 
became a part of dominion of India still holds goods. 

The Constitution of India was adonted and enoct 
cd in the Constituent Assembly on 26th of Novem 
ber 1949. Article 1 declares that India shall be a 
Union of States, and that the States and 
the territories thereof shall be as specified in the 
First Schedule . On the basis of the Instrument of 
Accession , Entry 15 of the First Schedule describes 
the territory of Jammu and Kashmir as : " The terri 
tory which immediately before the commencement of 
this Constitution was comprised in the Indian State 
of Jammu and Kashmir " . 


The Constitution of JKLF declares that the State 
of Jammu and Kashmir includes whole of the territory 
that was a part of the State on 14th of August 1947 . 
The main objective of the Front is stated to be the 
achievement of liberation and establishment of an 
independent sovereign State of Jammu and Kashmir. 
According to JKLF , the people of the State neither 
accept nor shall be bound by any international agree 
ment which might have been arrived at without their 
wishes, and the people alone have the right to rieter 
mine the political status of the State . The Chairman 
of the Front, Amanullah Khan is reported to have 
said that for achiçving its aims, “ Front ( JKLF ) was 
simultaneously fighting on three fronts , political , diplo 
matic and that of guerilla warfare " .

This is manifest from the communications sent by 
affico bearers and men .bers of KI F to the heads and 
other leaders of certain countries and to the UNO , 
from the declarations and statements made at the 
meetings and conventions of the association , and from 
took -lets , posters , pamphlets etc issued by it from 
time to time. In all these communications and dec 
larations etc ., emphasis is placed on the JKLF s claim 
for plebicite to be held in Kashmir . A lot is said 
against India , but occasional protest in mild terms is 
expressed against occupation of the territory hy Paki 
stan . In the communications separately sent to the 
Prime Ministers of lodia and Pakişlan , interestingly , 
the letter sent to Mr. Rajiv Gandhi, called upon India 
to quit Kashmir , and by another letter addressed to 
Mr. Chander Shekhar , a threat was given to continuc 
struggle against India ; and at the same time, the letter 
addressed to Mr. Nawaz Sharif thanked hin for the 
continued support and help given to the cause of his 
" brothren in Kashmir” . So much for the fight for total 
freedom and liberation of the whole of the territory 
that was the indivisible State of Jammu and Kashmir 
On the 14th of August 1947 .

They are sent 
back fully equipped with sophisticated weapons like 
AK - 47 and Kalashnikov rifles, carbincs, rockets and 
rocket launchers , bombs and ammunition etc . that are 
used in subversive , terrorist and other criminal acti 
vities in the State . Directions have been issued to 
the Arca Commanders to start full -scale war with 
India on lines of the Afgan War . 


JKLF , in pursuance of its ideology , announced on 
18th of June 1990 the setting up of a Provincial Gov 
ernment of Independent Kashmir at Muzaffarabad . 
Later, a postal ticket also was issued and its fasimile 
was publihed in newpaper Alsafa on 22nd of August 
1990 . 


The Simla Agreement, according to JKLF is not 
binding on the people of Kashmir as they were not 
a party to the accord . In December , 1990 , when 
Indo - Pak talks were scheduled , banners of JKLF 
were hoisted in down town Srinagar dep cting the 
message " Indo - Pak talks are not acceptable to us - 
Kashmiri should also be joined in these talks " . 


JKLF , in its movement against India , passed a 
number of resolutions at a secret meeting held at 
Muzaffarabad on 1st of September 1988 . The meet 
ing wag chaired by Dr. Farooq Hyder , Vice-Chairman 
of SKLF and was attended by , inter alia , some ISI 
personnel known to be affiliated to the army of 
Pakistan . The resolutions adopted in that meeting 
give out the following strategy, : 


(i) induct large quantities of army and ammunition 

into the Kashmir valley ; 
(ii) create disorder in the Kashmir Valley ; 
( iii) securo release of SKLF activists jailed in 

India ; and 
(iv ) cripple the administration in Kashmir by sabo . 

tage and subversion . 


In furtherance of the above -mentioned objects , JKLF 
launched a campaign in November, 1989 to boycott 
participation by common voters in the elections to the 
9th Lok Sabha. It stepped up terrorist activities such 
as threats to members and the workers of political 
parties and attacks on those who intended to participate 
in the elections. Members and activists of the asso 
ciation had upset arrangements made for the elections 
by bomb explosions at the proposed venues of polling 
booths enforced Civil Curfew on the days fixed for 
polling in the Valley . The Chairman of SKLF , Ama 
nullah Khan , through a statement issued on 1st of 
January 1990 in Rawalpindi, declared JKLF to be an 
enemy of the Government of India and its function 
aries and all such political paries in India who support 
the accession of State of Jammu and Kashmir with 
India , and exorted members and activists of the asso 
ciation that all of them should be made targets . Both 
these grounds are established by the documents enter 
ed in Sec . D of Appendix II . 


In pursuance of these plans, leaders of JKLF have 
been instigating the youth in Kashmir to resort to 
armed struggle and guerilla warfare . Printed posters 
were found pasted in different parts of the Valley con 
chining slogans like " Our moto complete indepen 
deiice in Kashmir " . " Azadi Ka Ek hi Dhung - 
Guerilla Jung " ; and “ Pakistan Jayenge , Kalashnikov 
Layenge " etc . Posters had also been issued from 
time to time eulogising Muqbool Bhat ac a martyr 
of freedom . Members and activists of JKLF have 
been indulging in subversive and terrorist activities in 
the Valley. They have also been engaged in creating 
infrastructure in the Jammu region of the State . They 
bave been fanning communal hatred and violence by 
calling upon Muslims to dispossess Hindus from houst 
ow in the Valley , and to give a fitting reply to Hindus 
in the Jammu region in case they try to criticise Mus 
Hws. On Friday , the congregated Muslims are ex 
ortod to get ready for sacrifice for the liberation of 
Kashmir.

JKLF appears to be responsible for 17 instances 
of killings out of the 27 cited in the list appended 
to the Resume. However, the information at hand 
does not establish connection of JKLF with the 
other instances mentioned in the list . Nonetheless , 
the involvement of JKLF in three more instances 
is clearly discernable from the material On record , 
thus establishing its involvement in 20 instances 
of killings 


Further, in pursuance of its plans to cripple the 
adarinistration by sabotage and subversion in Kash 
mir, in the 1st week of December, 1989 , - -JKLF 
issued posters calling upon the NCF functionaries to 
resign from their party , failing which they would be 
killed . MLAs and MLCs putting up in MLA 
Hostal were delivered letters by JKLF branding 
them as traitors and stooge of Hindus , and direct 
ing them to leave Sammu and Kashmir. Officer 
Iucharge Police Station , Mattan was threatened that 
he would be meted out the fate of Prem Nath Bhatt 
for hob -nobbing with local Kashmiri Pandits . Efforts 
were made by JKLF leaders to provide Hindu 
muslim rift hv instigating people to destroy proner 
ties of Hindus and to desecrate Hindu religious 
places in the valley . JKLF had urged its activists 
to incite communal feelings against Hindus in 
Jammu area . They were also planning to set on 
fire Central Govt. offices so as to paralyse the ad 
ministration in Kashmir.

Theso confessional statements are included in 
Secrion C of Anpendix TT Dr. Ruhiva was lerned 
on 13th of Decemher 1989 in exchange of five JKTF 
leaders. In his statement dated 1st of January 1990 
Amanullah Khan hailed the abduction of Dr. Rubiya

The killing of three CRPF men is recorded in 
FIR dated 13th of July 1989 . In the case diary , tho 
Investigating Officer had iecorded that information 
was received from SDPO that JKLF activists were 
responsible for the killing. The Special Report 
dated 7th of September 1989 has also been produced . 
Tf gives out nanies of Yasin Malik , Musitaq Labrana, 
Abdul Rashirl Beg and Mushtaq Ahined Beg as the 
persons involved in the firing But the case was 
closed as " untraced " . Obviously , this information , 
after investigation , was not substantiated .

Regarding the killings of Jagar Nath and Muhan 
Singh , reliance is placed upon Wo DSTs, dated 21st 
of March 1990 and 33rd of March 1990 .

111g The latter purports to be based unon some 
press report but no particulars of that renort are 
noted , nor that press report has been produced so 
as to legitimately conclude that Students Liberation 
Front, a satellite of JKIF has claimed responsibi 
lity for the killing of these two persons. 
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In respect of the killing of Abdul Sattur Ranjoor , 
reliance has been placed upon FIR and case diary, 
The former is of no help . The latter is based upon 
information stated to have been received from CID 
and IB sources about JKLF s admission of involve 
tent in the crime. The said information must 
have been recorded and it should be in possession 
of the Governinent but the same has not been pro 
duced . The material on record is insufficient to 
attribute commission of the crime to JKŲF . 


For the foregoing reasons, instances Nos. 2 , 13 
and 16 cited in the list of killings , arc of no use.

The involvement 01 JKLF in the killing of Pra 
bhawati and shooting (not killing) of O . N . Watel , 
Dy . SP CID is clearly indicated in DSIs dated 14th 
of Morch 1989 and 1st of January 1990 respec 
tively , Mohd . Yusuf Halwai, Block President of the 
National Conference was killed on 21st of July 
1989. A sticker was found with his dead body 
reading " Indian occupants ; Quit our Kashmir 
Jammu Kashmir Liberation Front" . FIR was re 
corded and the sicker was taken into possession . 
The original sticker had traces of splashed human 
blood on it and was sent for forensic examina 
tion on 26th of September 1989 in respect of which 
a report dated 31st of October 1989 was received 
The Investigating Oflicer s communication and the 
forensic examination report sufficiently establish 
genuineness of the sicker which connects JKLF with 
the killing. 


Killing of retired Sessions Judge N . K . Ganjou is 
admitted by Mohd . Salim Zargar in his confessional 
statenient. The FIR and case diary as well as a 
newspaper report in the Srinagar Times dated 5th 
af November 1989 covered this event.

Involvement of JKLF in the killing of two Lift 
nien Surender Kumar and Rattan Lal is indicaled 
by a note found by the side of the dead bodie. 
which was taken into possession by it seizure memo 
in pursuance of which an FIR was lodged , Ramesh 
Kumar Raina was reported to have been abxlucted 
by militants on 28th of May 1990 . JKLF, through 
posters , claimed to have killed him and having thr 
own the dead body into Jhelum at Safa Qadal. 
JKLF owned killing of Dilwar Shah by a slip of 
paper found with the dead body. Boon thereafter , 
Rajiv @ Qiyas was folk d . JKLF activists owned up 
responsibility for it by a notc written on the last page 
of a register belonging to the victim that was found 
with the dead body in his tenanted apartment. The 
note suggests that Rajiv was short dead as he did 
not cooperate in the performance of some assigned 
task . The register containing the note along with 
cmpty pistol cartridge was taken into possession by 
a seizure memo and an FIR was registered . Each 
of these incidents was icported by DSIs . 


With reference to the hanging of two person , on 
16th of January 1990 , reliance is placed on ( i ) 
DSI dated 17th of January 1990 , ( ii ) Newspaper 
report of Aftab dated 13th of July 1990 and (iii ) 
FIR dated 27th of November 1991. The DSI re 
ported that JKLF and two other militant outfits had 
owned the responsibility for hanging two persons 
and other acts of violence . This report , however , 
does not state the names of the persons hanged nor 
does it indicate clearly as to which of the three orga 
nisations had claimed responsibility for doing so . 
Later , newspaper Aftab reported on 13th of July 
1990 that JKLF had , by a Press Release , owned 
responsibility for hanging of these two persons and 
disclosed their names to be Nisar Ahmed and 
Abdul Rehman Gazi. On the basis of the said 
press report, the father of Nisar Ahmed registered 
an FIR dated 24th of November 1990 when he 
necded his son s death certificate . The threc docu 
ments read together establish connection between 
the occurrence and the JKLF . 


An FIR dated 4th of May 1990 was registered 
regarding killing of Prof. K , L . Ganjoo and also 
his wife . Farooq Ahmed Hakeem in his statenent 
dated 15th of January 1990 ; recorded under Section 
164 Cr. P . C . during investigation of another case , 
revealed that on 2nd or 3rd of May 1990 , two 
other activists, namely , Farooq Dhobi and Gulam 
Hasan took him along for interrogating one pandit 
boy Pista . They went to Mohalla Batuapura . The 
other two cntered the house of Prof . Ganjoo and 
brough ! Pista out. Prof. Ganjoo also carnic cut 
pleading that whatever was to be found out from 
Pista should be done in his presence and that he 
would remain with the boy. At this Farooq Dhobi 
and Gulan Hasan took Pista and Prof. Ganjoo to 
wards the river . Shortly thereafter, Farooq Hakeem 
who stayed back at the house of Prof. Gonjoo hcard 
two or three rounds of fire . Ganjoo s wife enqiured 
what the matter was about. Farooq Hakeem told 
her that there was nothing to worry about and kept 
consoling her . Two or three minutes later , the 
other two came back and whispered into the cars 
of Farooq Hakeem that while they were talking ,

In pursuance of these plans , large number of young 
men are being taken in batches to POK and Pakistan 
for training in guerilla warfare, and sent back with 
large quantities of sophisticated armas , ammunition 
explosives including AK - 47 and Kalashnikov rifles , 
carbines, stenguns, rockets and rocket launchers etc . 
for indulging in activities of subversion , sabotage and 
terrorism in the valley . 

For the achicvement of its objects , the members 
and activists of JKLF have been indulging in anti 
national and unlawful activities that are discussed in 
detail above such as organising bandhs and Strikes ; 
fanning communal hatred ; threatening and calling 
upon members of State Legislative Assembly to quit ; 
calling for boycott of general elections ; declaring 
India s Independence Day and Republic Day as black 
days ; and unleashing a reign of terror in the valley 
by launching attacks on security forces and indulg 
ing in the most beinous and reprehensible acts of 
abduction and assassination of large number of public 
servants and innocent persons in Kashmir . It is , 
therefore , necessary for the Government to take 
effective steps for the prevention of unlawful activities 
of JKLF .

In addition to the above discussed instances ciled 
in the Resunto , the material on record reveals JKI. F s 
involvement in three other killing also . Shaukat 
Ahmed Bakshi confessed that after careful planning. 
be killed Lassa Kaul, Director Doordarshan on 13th 
of February 1990 on the instructions of Amanullah 
Khan because he felt that T . V . was not giving pro 
per coverage to the activities of JKLF . The killing 
of M . L . Bhan in February , 1990 is admitted in the 
statement of Rafiq Ahmed Pehloo. The killing of 
another IB officer B . K . Ganjoo at Chhota Bazar is 
admitted by Mohd . Salim Zargar. Thus, involvement 
of JKLF is established in twenty instances of killings . 


It may, however , bv clarified that the observations 
mado herein shall not operate against any person in 
any other proceedings . 

It is abundantly clear from the above discussion 
and the material on record that the territory of the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir is an integral part of 
India . The aim of JKLF is to bring about secession 
of the territory of the State of Jammu and Kashmir 
from the Union of India . According to JKLF , the 
people of the State neither accept nor shall be bound 
by any treaty or accord or agreement which might 
have been arrived at without the will of the people 
of the State . It has been preaching the right of self 
determination , and has been inciting youths to resort 
to armed struggle for the achievement of liberation 
of Kashmir 


From tho evidence on record , I am satisfied that 
there is sufficient cause for declaring JKLF to be an 
unlawful association . Consequently , the declaration 
made in the Government of India , Ministry of Homo 
Affairs Notification No. S .O . 140 ( E ) , dated 18th of 
February 1992 under Section 3 ( 1 ) of the Act is con 
firmed .
